ran t whatever for the statement made 
by the governor. 
I am ngt a member 
of the society, have never been solicited 
to become a member, and do not know, 
except by rumor, who are members or 
w hat are the purposes of the society. So 
far as I can judge from these rumors, 
the membership of this society includes 
a goodly proportion of men who, in 
the campaign referred to, were pro­ 
fessedly opposed to the so-called Ben­ 
nett law; and if the purposes of the 
society are in any substantial degree 
as set forth iD current publications or 
as commonly in conversation, they are 
in no respect consonant with the prin­ 
ciples embodied in that law or ani­ 
mating those who upheld it. 
The 
Bennett law, as you must know, and 
as will be universally conceded sooner 
or later, did not antagonize or oppose 
in the remotest degree any man’s re­ 
ligious beliefs or practices, much less 
did it proscribe any man on account 
of such beliefs or practices. 
Its sole 
purpose was, and its only effect would 
have been, to provide that the future 
citizen of the republic, without regard 
to race or religion, should be able to 
read and write the language in which 
the laws of the republic are written 
and its public business transacted. 
If the A. P.A.or another society seeks 
to proscribe or to honor any man po 
litically or socially on account of his 
religious belief it is certainly to that 
extent un-American, and can have 
neithei my sympathy or my support in 


bo doing. 
The keystone in the arch 
of American liberty is the total sepa­ 
ration of church and state, and there 
should be no interference directly or 
indirectly in the affairs of the one by 
the other. 
Neither religion nor place 
of birth should be a factor in politics 
either one way or the other, and 
have little respect for the politicians 
who seek to array and mass and vote 
church members or nationalities for or 
against parties or individuals. 
It is 
proscription in either case, and as un- 
American and inexcusable on the one 
hand as on the other.

The Doctor Thought Mrs. Stone Af­ 
flicted W ith Melancholia—Mr. Car­ 
penter Tells of Getting In and Out 
of the Cistern—The Defenses’ E x­ 
perts Finishe. 


Dr. W. O. Coffee’s deposition was 
read in the Ashton case today. 
In it 
he said he believed Mrs. Stone was 
suffering from melancholia. 
She had 
said to him th a t she often felt as if 
she would be better dead and th at she 
had nothing to live for. 


r Edwin F. Carpenter testified to get - 
ting in and out of the Stone cistern 
and closing the door behind him, and 
swore to seeing B. F. Dunwiddie and 
George Schoolcraft do the same thing. 
A conversation in which Mrs. Stone 
said th a t ‘ ‘she had nothing to show 
for her w ork,” and th a t she “ would 
war on Stone clear to Janesville if he 
didn’t stop going to Ashton’s,” was 
also given. 
The witness said th a t at 
the tim e of the interview Mrs. Stone 
“ had a look in her eye th a t made the 
blcod course up and down my spinal 
column.” 
Mr. Ca/penter testified th at the 
physicians who made the first post 
mortem exam ination used consider­ 
able force in so doing and th at Dr. 
McManus lifted the sternum w ith both 
hantic, exerting himself sufficiently 
to slide the body along on the table 
and th a t when the sternum did not 
break, he held the body by the right 
shoulder with one hand while w ith 
the other he lifted the collar bone and 
finally broke it “ making a report al­ 
most ’ike a pistol.” 
Dr. Fa V ille T ells His Story. 
Dr. H. B. Faville, of Chicago, was 
on the stand for cross-examination in 
the caic during the day. 
Dr. Faville 
was until lately a Madison man, but is 
now professcr of 
medical jurispru 
donee and adjunct medical professor 
in Rush medical college, while in an 
other college he holds the chair of 
professor of medicine. 
la addition he 
is lecturer on medical jurisprudence 
in the 
Wisconsin 
University law 
school. 
“ Have you heard the evidence of 
post mortems and the removal of the 
body from the cistern?” he waB asked 
by Mr. Hyzer in the direct examina­ 
tion. 
“ I have,” 
“ Assuming the testimony th a t you 
heard to be true, when were the inju­ 
ries apparent upon the body of Mrs. 
Stone inflicted?” 
“ A fter death.” 
“ And upon the same statem ent of 
facts, w hat in your judgm ent was the 
cause of death?” 
“ So far as I have an opinion it is 
th a t she was drow ned.” 
“ Are there in the evidence any dis­ 
tinctive signs of strangulation?” 
“ None.” 
The application of the force in re­ 
moving the body would in Dr. F a- 
viile’s opinion dislocate the clavicle; 
injure the small parts and induce the 
appearances described. 
T hat answers 
he continued, included his derivation 
from the description of the blood 
given. 
If the rope was tied about 
under the arms and the body drawn 
up and obstructed by something, the 
position of the rope on the trunk 
would depend upon the force used. 
Its tendency would be to go upward. 
Flesh Torn A fter D eath. 
Dislocating the clavicle in a dead 
body would result in more or less tear­ 
ing of the surrounding 6oft parts 
which would rupture the veins more 
or les3 and the blood which they con­ 
tained would pass out into the tissues. 
Blood th a t effused after death would 
clot more or less. 
“ W hat effect would the force de­ 
scribed in this case have upon the 
ribs.” 
“ If it drew upon them it m ight 
fracture one or more of them accord­ 
ing to the force.” 
The distinctive signs of drowning de­ 
pend largely upon w hether the per­ 
son struggled or not, Dr. Faville said. 
“ Ballooning” of the lungs was the re ­ 
sult of the struggle for air. 
The 
am ount of water in the lungs varied. 
The absence of w ater does not prove 
th a t death was not by drowning. 
From post-mortem conditions the w it­ 
ness could not tell absolutely the dif­ 
ference between an injury inflicted 
before or after death from external 
observation alone. 
R ope M ight D islocate th e Clavicle. 
On cross-examination he said th at 
th e outlines of this discoloration af­ 
forded no reliable evidence. 
The dislocation of the right clavicle 
was caused by the rope crowding the 
shoulders together. 
Leaving the as­ 
sumption th a t the rope slipped up. 
which the testim ony did not show, the 
doctor thought force enough was used 
to dislocate the clavicle. 
Actual ex­ 
perim ents bad showed him the dislo­ 
cation could be accomplished by com­ 
pression cf the shoulders. As was dis­ 
closed by the testim ony the doctor 
was unable to judge w ith any cer­ 
tainty as to w hether the injuries were 
ante mortem or post-mortem. 
With 
Dr. Faville’s testimony the experts 
for the defense finished their work 
Dr. E. F. Woods and Dr. Q. O. Suther­ 
land not being sworn. 
Dr. William Fox, whose testimony 
preceded th at of Dr. Faville gave sub­ 
stantially the same opinions. 
Both 
he and 
Dr. Faville were examined 
very thoroughly.

A R RESTED IN CHICAGO. 


Her Connection W ith the W oman’s 
Baking Company Ends in Her Ar- 
rest—Constable Finds Her in Bed 
and Puts a Guard Over Her—The 
Charge is Embezzlement. 
Mrs. Ada J. Palmer, formerly of 
Janesville, and until recently one of 
the directors of the Woman’s Baking 
company, was placed under arrest yes­ 
terday afternoon on a w arrant sworn 
out by Miss Mary Sanderson, the new 
secretary and treasurer of the com­ 
pany, on a charge of embezzlement. 
She is alleged to have taken a check 
for $20.52. 
The troubles of the baking company 
have attracted much attention of late.

out yesterday it was given to a consta­ 
ble who found Mrs. Palmer apparently 
sick in bed. 
Mrs. Palm er declared 
the other women had her arrested to 
keep her from having a receiver ap­ 
pointed. 
She protested her inability 
to get out of bed in order to secure a 
bondsman and Constable Cerf called in 
a deputy, and placed bim on guard 
over the 
prisoner 
for the 
night. 
Mrs. Palm er’s maiden 
name was 
Mc Key aud she was born and brought 
up in this city where 6he married 
Charles Palmer, a son of Hon. Andrew 
Palmer. 
Her marriage proved unhap­ 
py, and by the professional assistance 
of ex-Senator Doolittle she secured a 
divorce. 
She then moved to New 
Yolk, where she was engaged in busi­ 
ness for several years before coming to 
Chicago, as a better field for her tai 
ents, a year ago. 
She is possessed of 
three or four v a lu a te patents, ob­ 
tained, as she says by her own invent­ 
ions. 
One of these is for the m anu­ 
facture of a seasoning 
for cakes, 
which she calls “ fairy breath extract'’ 
and the others for machines for mix­ 
ing, sterilizing, and canning cakes, 
pudding and pastry. 
Her business 
consists in pushing these patents. 
tv. lf. Jerom e Charge*! Forgery. 
Mrs. Palm er organized a joint stock 
company in New York on funds sup­ 
plied by W. B. Jerome of Chicago, 
Mr. Jerome was a schoolmate of Mrs. 
Palmer in her girlhood in Janesville, 
and advanced 
these 
funds partly 
through 
friendship and 
partly be­ 
cause he believed the business if well 
managed would be profitable. 
Jerome now says to a Chicago T rib­ 
une reporter th at she “ lied to him 
and about him in the most ungrateful 
and exasperating manner, forged his 
name to $9,000: promissory notes, and 
paid him checks for $200, $450 and 
$2,600 on banks in which she did not 
have one cent of deposits, the largest 
being drawn on the Hyde Park bank.” 
The forged paper consisted of three 
notes for $3,000 each, on two of 
which, Mr. Jerome says, she forged 
the 
signature.

Jerome says, she placed his name and 
th a t of Judge R S. Tuthill as in­ 
dorsers.
